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Protection 
for town’s 
historic 
buildings 

HERITAGE and historic buildings in 
the heart of Smethwick will be pro¬ 
tected under Sandwell Council plans 
for three new conservation areas in the 
town. 

The authority says it hopes to consult on three 
districts - Cape Hill town centre, Smethwick 
High Street and the area from Crocketts Lane to 
the Town Hall. 

Creating conservation areas will give the 
authority more power to protect the town from 
inappropriate development. If they are approved, 
the zones will take in a number of listed buildings. 

These will include the Waterloo Hotel and 
Sampson Lloyd in Cape Hill, Smethwick Council 
House, Victoria Park and Sandwell College in 
Crocketts Lane and the Holy Trinity Church in 
Smethwick High Street. 

Schemes 

Proposals for the schemes appear in the ruling 
cabinet’s forward plan for August 1 to November 
30 when bosses will decide whether to grant 
approval to consult the public. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s regenera¬ 
tion chief, said: “We will be looking at what the 
public think about plans we’re working up to 
protect the important, historical parts of Smeth¬ 
wick.” 

If approved, historic buildings in the conserva¬ 
tion areas will enjoy a level of protection from 
development, under the Planning (Listed Build¬ 
ings and Conservation Areas) 1990 Act. 

The schemes are the first step in long-term 
plans to enhance Victorian and Edwardian build¬ 
ings which provide the areas’ character. 

Much of Smethwick’s development is tied to the 
development of the Birmingham Canals, both Old 
(1768-69) and New Main Line (1829-30) canals 
and later the introduction of the Birmingham, 
Wolverhampton and Stour Valley Railway Line 
through Smethwick in 1852. 

The canal network, which has led to Smethwick 
being dubbed “the Venice of the Black Country”, 
helped business prosper in the town, meaning 
buildings of historical significance in the area 
largely date back to the Victoria and Edwardian 
periods. 


Man faces murder charge 

A MAN appeared in court via video on Tuesday 
charged with the murder of a West Bromwich 
teenager, found under the floorboards of a house 
in Handsworth. 

Stephen Devesey, aged 20, of Whateley Road in 
Handsworth, did not enter a plea during the 
hearing at Birmingham Crown Court. He is 
charged with the murder of Nicole Cartmell, aged 
18, who was found by police searching a house in 
Whateley Road on March 2. She had given birth 
to a baby boy in January and was reported 
missing on Valentine’s Day. 

Devesey appeared by a video link from Brins- 
ford Prison, near Wolverhampton. The case was 
adjourned until August 16 when, Judge Patrick 
Thomas ruled, Devesey must enter a plea. A pro¬ 
visional trial date was fixed for November 22.

Dr Simon Mitchell, a director at 
Sandwell Primary Care Trust, said “Dr 
Dasgupta was a respected member of the 
GP community and will be missed by her 
patients and colleagues alike.” 

She is survived by her husband and 
three children. 


Pub stays as car wash 


A FORMER Wednesbury pub will 
stay as a car wash and fence busi¬ 
ness after plans for a convenience 
store and flats ground to a halt. 

Developers have been granted 
temporary permission for an open- 
air car wash on the car park of the 
Fountain Inn pub for the next two 
years. The application was retro¬ 
spective as the car wash had been 
operating unlicensed since 
January. Developers asked for a 


five-year permission but council 
planners decided only two years. 

Last September owners won per¬ 
mission for a convenience store 
with flats but the premises in Hol¬ 
loway Bank has since been a 
fencing business. A design state¬ 
ment said: “The premises may 
never be open again as a public 
house... and a domestic use for flats 
or an old people’s home would not be 
an appropriate use for the site.”

Sandwell arts centre The 
Public has beem listed as one of 
the world’s ‘must-see’buildings, 
alongside the Great Pyramid at 
Giza, the Taj Majal, The Colos¬ 
seum in Rome, The Parthenon 
in Athens and The Chrysler 
Building skycraper in New York 
city. 

The Public, which was dismissed by 
many as a White Elephant, has put 
West Bromwich on the architectural 
map after being named in a book listing 
the world’s most important buildings 
from ancient times to the modern day. 

The West Bromwich centre is 
included in a book callede 1,001 Build¬ 
ings You Must See Before You Die. 

The New Street arts centre was first 
added to the compendium back in 2007, 
when it was still unfinished. Now, four 


years on copyright holders Quintes¬ 
sence said they will update the text 
when the book is next reprinted. 

The Public, which cost £72 million to 
build and was designed by world 
famous architect Will Alsop, split public 
opinion with its black exterior and pink 
cloud-shaped windows - in complete 
contrast to its town centre surround¬ 
ings. 

It has been called everything from “a 
box of delights” - by the architect 
himself — to a “pink elephant” and even 
“a B&Q superstore with eyes”. 

Edited by Mark Irving, the book 
includes building across the globe, from 
the ancient ruins of Petra in modern 
day Jordan to the Sydney Opera House. 

Landmark 

The entry on The Public was written 
by Alan Powers, an architectural histo¬ 
rian who reflected upon its turbulent 
history. 

“The Public has had a stormy 
infancy”, he wrote. “If it can survive 
into adolescence or early adult¬ 
hood, it will become the architec¬ 
tural landmark of West Bromwich.” 

Whether this is true is yet to be 
proven but bosses at The Public are 
keen to push the building as an 
architectural “must see” and name 
check the book in its most recent 
publicity for its summer season. 

Linda Saunders, Managing 
Director of The Public said: “I have 
never been approached for any 
information about the building, 
although the author may have 
spoken to one of my predecessors. 

“I think it is brilliant that we 
have been included in this book and 
a real coup for West Bromwich. 

“Many of our most iconic build¬ 
ings in history were unpopular at 
the time they were built, because 
they challenged convention.”

Blaze damaged Smethwick 
supermarket to be demolished 


A SUPERMARKET ravaged by a 
blaze is to be demolished next week. 

K2 Supermarket was left struc¬ 
turally unstable after flames ripped 
through the building in Smethwick in 
May.

The insurance 
company has agreed to cover the cost of 
damages. 

The former shop manager, a Mr 
Iqbal, has been served a notice asking 
him to remove shelves and other items 
that were inside the store in order for 


the demolition to take place. 

Peter Thompson, from Harborne- 
based loss assessors Thompson and 
Bryan, confirmed the demolition would 
be some time next week. 

Intense 

Sixty firefighters were called to the 
blaze, in Cape Hill, just after lam on 
May 31. The intense heat caused the 
steel structure supporting the building 
to warp and debris rained down into the 
street as the roof and first floor of the 
building collapsed. Thirty residents 
were forced to leave their homes.

A HOLE has been left in an Oldbury 
street for months following a wrangle 
over the installation of a bus shelter. 

Workers from transport authority 
Centro removed the previous shelter 
in Tividale Road in March ready for a 
new facility. But after residents raised 
concerns over its position and peti¬ 
tioned Sandwell Council, the process 
was delayed. 

Now, trader Gaz Khan is calling for 
the hole — which is 16ft long, 2ft wide 
and almost 1ft deep - to be filled in. 

Mr Khan, who runs Lifestyle 
Express newsagents in Tividale Road, 
said: “There are temporary barriers 
but they get vandalised all the time

The 
ground at the site has been left in a 
temporarily disrupted state by the 
removal of the old stop and fencing 
had been placed around the area for 
safety. Due to vandalism, the fencing 
had been knocked down and the 
ground further disturbed. To ensure 
there is minimal risk to the public the 
area has been fenced off again.”

A three-week road closure 
began in West Bromwich town 
centre on Monday, meaning more 
misery for motorists. 

A 50ft section of the Cronehills 
Linkway roundabout will be tem¬ 
porarily closed to all traffic until July 
24. 

A half-mile diversion will be in 
place taking drivers from the town 
centre to the A41 roundabout and 
back round to avoid the work. 

Motorists are already facing long 
delays in the area, caused by works to 
install a new £25 million underpass 
beneath the roundabout. 

The closure is on the corner of the 
A41 Expressway roundabout - 
nearest to the A41 around the old 
petrol filling station site - preventing 
drivers from going right the way 
around Cronehills Linkway round¬ 
about. 

Tesco 

Both Cronehills Linkway and the 
roundabout will be affected by the 
scheme, part of a programme of works 
by South Staffordshire Water Pic 
ahead of work to create the £200m 
Tesco. 

It will allow for the construction of 
a water main. 

Due to the new closure, traffic from 
Astle Park or Bratt Street wishing to 
travel through the town will not be 
able to circulate to the right around 
Cronehills Linkway roundabout. 

Bus services will not be affected.

Solar CCTV 
cameras to 
target m-way 
trouble spot 

A SOLAR-powered CCTV 
system will be installed near an 
electricity junction box under¬ 
neath the M5 and M6 interchange 
which has been targeted by arson¬ 
ists. 

A two-mile stretch of motorway 
between junctions seven and eight of 
the M6 was plunged into darkness 
after arsonists started the blaze last 
month. The fire also affected 34 prop¬ 
erties in Newton Road, Pear Tree Close 
and other nearby streets. 

Police have told residents under the 
Ray Hall Lane interchange in Great 
Barr that funding is secure for the 
solar-powered CCTV camera, mounted 
on top of a telegraph pole, to combat 
vandals. 

Patrols will also be stepped up in a 
bid to catch offenders. 

Sergeant Sarah Long said: “Funding 
has been secured for a solar-powered 
camera.” 

Prostitution 

Council chiefs have also said they 
are considering an order to gate off Ray 
Hall Lane after recent arson attacks 
including burnt out cars, plus ongoing 
complaints of fly-tipping and reports of 
even prostitution taking place under 
the motorway. 

Bosses say the move would still 
leave the lane open to cyclists and 
walkers. 

The proposal has been backed by 
residents. 

Diane Bowman-Wright, neighbour¬ 
hood manager of West Bromwich for 
Sandwell Council, said: “There have 
been ongoing problems with fly¬ 
tipping and the cable box arson. We are 
now working alongside police.” 


Yobs causing 
a nuisance 

DRIVERS are speeding along a 
West Bromwich road, causing a nui¬ 
sance for families. 

Homeowners say they have seen 
modified cars speeding along Beacon- 
view Road. People living in nearby 
flats say the noise from engines being 
revved up is “deafening”. 

They say speed restrictions were 
also being flouted on Charlemont 
Road and Pennyhill Lane and called 
for a 20mph limit to be installed. 

Ward Councillor Ray Nock said: 
“There have been problems in this are 
for years and something needs to be 
done.” 

Residents on Camberley Rise in 
Charlemont also say windows on 
their cars have been smashed, that 
there is regular anti-social behaviour 
and youths are playing loud music 
from speakers in their cars until the 
early hours.

Albion keeping 
safe near Libya

AS the Royal Navy’s flag¬ 
ship HMS Albion manoeuvres 
towards crisis-hit Libya, two 
sailors from the Black 
Country take their place at 
the triggers of the ship’s 
machine guns. 

Their task is a simple one - use 
the weapons to protect their col¬ 
leagues from any incoming 
assaults on the ship or attacks on 
any British helicopters. 

It is a dangerous job but one both 
Naval Airman Mark Lawrence, from 
Cradley Heath, and Naval Airman 
Katie Village, from Stourbridge, enjoy 
hugely. 

HMS Albion, an 18,500-ton assault 
ship has been acting as the floating 
command platform for all military 
operations in Libya. 

Helicopters 

Earlier this month, Apache helicop¬ 
ters were launched against selected 
military targets in Libya and it was 
the job of NA Lawrence and NA 
Village to protect them as they were 
dispatched. 

“During the first Apache missions, 
HMS Albion moved toward the 
Libyan coast where the threat level is 
higher,” said 23-year-old NA Village, a 
former pupil at Grange School in 
Stourbridge. 

“Mark and I were manning 
weapons on the upper deck from 
where we could see the lights along 
the Libyan shoreline. 

“It was very surreal — it was the 
kind of thing you would normally see 
on the news but we were watching it 
for real.” 

Helping protect the people of Libya 


is a world away from NA Village’s pre¬ 
vious job. She started her working life 
as a greengrocer. 

Now, she is part of an elite team of 
maritime personnel that includes 
helicopter crews and Royal Marines. 

As part of her role, she is also 
involved as an aircraft handler, 
trained to move and fuel helicopters 
and to respond to fires and other 
emergencies. 

“I really enjoy working outdoors on 
the flight deck, in the sunshine sur¬ 
rounded by the sea,” she said. 

““I’d hate to be stuck below deck in 
an office all day”. 

Meanwhile NA Lawrence, 25, a 
former pupil at Leasowes Community 
College in Halesowen, said being at 
the centre of military operations in 
Libya had ensured he was always 
kept busy. 

“At the beginning of the deploy¬ 
ment HMS Albion departed the UK 
with four helicopters,” he said. “As 
she is primarily designed to carry 
Royal Marines and their landing 
craft, she does not normally carry this 
many. We’ve also hosted visiting heli¬ 
copters from France and Saudi 
Arabia. 

“It’s meant that the whole aviation 
team has been exceptionally busy but 
it’s great because I much prefer to 
have a hands-on role.” 

HMS Albion was this week away 
from the conflict area off the coast of 
Libya, where rebels are involved in a 
life and death struggle with the forces 
of dictator Colonel Gaddafi. But that 
does not mean the Albion’s crew will 
get a rest. 

They were docked in Abu Dhabi 
ahead of its involvement in a series of 
amphibious and land-based exercises 
called Sea Khanjar. 

The military exercises, 
with forces from the United 
Arab Emirates, were con¬ 
tinuing until yesterday 
(Wednesday) before HMS 
Albion heads back to the UK 
through the Suez Canal.

The two Black Country 
sailors are looking forward 
to coming home. 

“I miss family and friends 
most when I’m at sea,” said 
NA Lawrence.

Watchdog praises 
training at Ash 
Lodge care home 

TRAINING for carers at a Sandwell 
care home has been praised in reports 
by an industry watchdog. 

The Care Quality Commission high¬ 
lighted training at Ash Lodge, on Lon¬ 
donderry Lane, Smethwick, which it 
gave two stars out of three. 

Former nurse Grace Simister, of 
Dudley, failed in a compensation claim 
against the firm for unfair dismissal 
last week. She made her claim at 
Birmingham Employment Tribunal 
against Care First (Smethwick) Ltd, 
which runs the home. Miss Simister 
was sacked for gross misconduct. 

Home owner Michael Verma said 
the case showed quality checks were in 
place as the firm took action as soon as 
failings were apparent. 

Mr Verma, who took over the 
running of the home in April 2008, 
said: “We spotted it had happened and 
suspended Grace Simister. As a result 
of an investigation we later dismissed 
her and we were vindicated when she 
lost her compensation claim. 

“Our systems were in place to notice 
any problems and we spotted the 
problem and followed it up appropri¬ 
ately.” 

Cheryl Birch, brought in from 
outside to decide on the dismissal, told 
the tribunal that Miss Simister had 
only checked on patients visually, and 
she could not have known from those 
checks that care was up to standard. 
She said: “She made assumptions of 
care rather than ensuring it.”

A FIERCE blaze that ravaged a 
Sandwell supermarket is being 
treated as suspicious. 

People had to be rescued from 
upstairs windows when a fire ripped 
through the K2 building in Smethwick 
last month. 

Demolition has been delayed while 
investigations take place and insur¬ 
ance experts assess the damage. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman Jeremy Sharpe said the 


cause of the fire was unknown but it 
was now being treated as suspicious. 

“The fire is being treated as arson 
but investigations are continuing in 
order to determine the precise cause,” 
he said last week. 

Pension 

Gurnam Mann, trustee of the 
pension fund which owns the building, 
said: “We’re hoping it can be demol¬ 
ished. They need to do it soon because, 


although the front has been made safe, 
the back is still unsafe and prone to 
collapse. I’m keen for it to be knocked 
down as soon as possible so we can 
start to rebuild. It’s very frustrating 
that everything is taking such a long 
time.” 

Thirty residents were forced to leave 
their homes due to the supermarket 
being at the centre of a terraced street 
with flats above.

£6m archives centre

THIS is the first image showing what a new £6 
million base for Sandwell and Dudley’s archives 
would look like. 

Released by the developers, the base will be built on the 
site of the former Royal Brierley Crystal site, near the 
Black Country Living Museum, in Tipton Road, near the 
Sandwell-Dudley borough boundary.. 

Plans are expected to be submitted shortly and, if approved, 
building work will get under way this autumn. 

It is expected to be completed by summer 2013 and an impor¬ 
tant part of the plan will be to make the building as energy effi¬ 
cient as possible. 

The centre will have a local history library, a conservation 
studio, archive storage and education facilities such as a lecture 
theatre and conference rooms. It will have solar panels on the 
roof. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for housing, Councillor 
Adrian Turner said: “The new building will not only deliver a first 
class service to local people, it will create the right conditions for 
preserving our collections to national standards, so that current 
and new visitors can enjoy discovering the past for generations 
to come.” 

The new building will replace the current Dudley base in 
Mount Pleasant, Coseley. 

Library 

Meanwhile Sandwell Council will use the new building for 
storage and conservation of its archives and the current service 
based at Smethwick Library will still be available. 

Dudley Council had planned to build the centre at the Black 
Country Living Museum where it would have adjoined the 
museum’s reception but a survey showed the site was unsuitable. 

Under the new plans, access will be provided from the Black 
Country Living Museum to the new base. 

Cllr Turner added: “After spending nearly 20 years at the site 
in Coseley, the archive service has almost outgrown the existing 
building and our collections continue to increase.” 


MP calls for ban 
on cash for scrap 


SCRAP dealers may be 
banned from paying cash 
for metal to combat soaring 
rates of theft. 

It follows a long-running 
campaign by West Bromwich 
East MP Tom Watson for a 
change in the law amid a spate 
of metal thefts across the 
region. 

Soaring prices mean that 
thieves are taking any metal 
they can lay their hands on - 
stripping lead from roofs and 
wire from cables, stealing 
industrial machinery, and dis¬ 
mantling rail and electricity 
networks. 

Thieves who were disguised 
as workmen even stole dozens 
of drain and manhole covers. 


Churches, homes, shops, fac¬ 
tories have been raided, road 
signs, children’s play equip¬ 
ment and postboxes have been 
targeted. 

Mr Watson believes banning 
cash deals and forcing mer¬ 
chants to pay for scrap metal 
by cheque or electronic trans¬ 
fer will help police stamp-out 
the growing menace. 

He said thefts were costing 
local authorities and utility 
companies millions of pounds, 
and putting lives at risk. 

Home Office Minister 
Baroness Browning said the 
Government was exploring a 
range of options including the 
feasibility of “a cashless 
system to tighten out-dated 
rules.

A CLEAN-UP operation is under way 
to improve Sandwell Valley on the 
borough’s border with Birmingham.

“This ongoing piece of work has already 
involved countryside rangers from both 
Sandwell and Birmingham. 

“They have been joined by staff from the 
Environment Agency and private contrac¬ 
tors, and supervised low-risk offenders 
doing community payback work.” 


Apartments 
permission 
is renewed 

A DEVELOPER who hopes to build 14 apart¬ 
ments in Cradley Heath had his planning per¬ 
mission renewed by council bosses. 

Mr Seamus Roche told planners at their meeting 
that due to the economic climate he had been unable 
to build the two bedroom flats in Halesowen Road. 

But he added: “I now hope that subject to the 
bank’s approval I will have the funds to build the 
apartments.” 

Sandwell Council’s planning committee agreed to 
renew the permission subject to conditions. 

Meanwhile, two neighbouring properties in 
Oldbury will also be extended after council chiefs 
approved plans. 

An application was made by Mr Davut Sid to build 
a two storey extension to 55 Birch Street. 

Extension 

A similar application was made by Mr Rishi 
Kaushal to undertake a two storey rear extension on 
57 Birch Street. 

Both schemes were approved by the committee 
which also approved plans to build a two storey front 
and rear extension on a house in Oldbury. The plans 
for 424 Wolverhampton Road also included a first 
floor front extension over the garage. Councillors 
subjected the approval to conditions. 

Curfew for drunk 
nephew who broke 
uncle’s cheekbone 

A NEPHEW who fractured his 50-year-old 
uncle’s cheekbone in a brutal attack has been 
spared an immediate spell behind bars. 

Heron Wall, from the Yew Tree Estate on the 
Walsall and Sandwell border, had been drinking 
heavily and wanted money off David Wall so he could 
go out and buy more alcohol, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

The 36-year-old became “aggressive and abusive” 
and knocked his uncle to the ground before telling 
him: “Get up and I will kill you.” 

He then struck his uncle three or four more times 
to the face and he warned him: “If you press charges, 
me or someone else will finish the job.” 

Supervision 

Wall, of Brackendale Drive, admitted inflicting 
grievous bodily harm and was given a 12-month jail 
term suspended for two years. He was also placed 
under supervision for two years and ordered to obey 
a four-month curfew between the hours of 7pm and 
6am. 

Judge Martin Walsh told Wall, a wood machinist, 
that it was a spontaneous but “forceful” act of vio¬ 
lence. ‘Your uncle was an innocent and hapless 
victim,” he said. 

Mr Norman Porter, defending, said Wall had 
clearly lost his temper after a “heated argument”. 

Mrs Kanwal Juss, prosecuting, said Wall went to 
visit his grandmother at the home she shared with 
David Wall in Smethwick and was in a “bad mood” 
after a drinking session. 

Temporary classroom 

A TIPTON school has been given approval to build 
a temporary classroom. 

The council submitted plans to build the modular 
classroom at Glebefields Primary School on 
Sandgate Road. The classroom will be located in the 
north east corner of the playground. 

It is hoped the temporary class will relieve conges¬ 
tion on the site. Councillors approved the plans 
subject to conditions.

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Pensioners 
win battle to 
bring back 
hospital bus 

A BUS service that took pen¬ 
sioners from Wednesbury and 
Darlaston to Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital will be reinstated 
There has been a three-year battle to 
bring back the 639 - culminating in a 
120-name petition supporting the 
service and a motion being tabled in 
the House of Commons. 

But there was relief and joy after 
National Express West Midlands said 
it would be bringing back the route 
from July 24. The service will be 
renumbered as the 38. 

The service runs from Wednesbury 
to Walsall via Darlaston, Kings Hill 
and the hospital, and will run every 20 
minutes, finishing at 7pm. However, 
there were concerns that the bus would 
be finishing an hour before visiting 
hours close at the hospital at 8pm. 


Conman claimed OAPs had to pay for tree removal 


AN ELDERLY West Bromwich couple 
handed over almost £800 of their savings to a 
conman who claimed he had been sent by the 
council to chop down a tree following a com¬ 
plaint by a neighbour, a court heard. 

John McDonald admitted taking the cash from 
Ronald and Ruby Clare, aged 79 and 78, after 
calling at their home on March 10. 

He pleaded guilty to a charge of fraud by false 
representation at Walsall Magistrates’ Court after 
previously denying it. 


Chairman of the bench Mrs Elizabeth Baugh told 
McDonald, 37, of Booth Street, Blakenall, Walsall, 
that the matter was so serious he may be sent to 
crown court for sentencing. 

Grandchildren 

Miss Indira Sharma, prosecuting, told the court 
that the defendant and Scott Dunne, 19, also of 
Booth Street, went to the elderly couple’s address 
and McDonald said he had been sent by the council. 

Dunne cut the tree down and the couple handed 
over £780 to McDonald, which they had been saving 


to pay household bills and for presents for their 
grandchildren. 

When McDonald, who is unemployed, drove off 
without giving them a receipt, they rang the police. 

Denney Lau, defending, said McDonald had been 
under financial pressure and he wanted to apolo¬ 
gise to the couple. 

The case was adjourned for reports to today 
(Thursday, July 7). McDonald was given bail. 

The case against the teenager Dunne was dis¬ 
missed. 


Fraud mother jailed 
over 15 children lie 
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Concern 

Councillor Rose Burley, for Bentley 
and Darlaston North, said: “I am 
pleased to see they are now going to be 
operating a service that serves the 
areas of Wednesbury, Kings Hill and 
Darlaston. My only concern is that it 
will stop at 7pm when visiting hours at 
the hospital stop at 8pm. I would ask 
National Express West Midlands to 
extend this.” 

Jack Kelly, spokesman for the bus 
operator, said the service had been 
designed with visiting hours in the day 
and outpatients’ appointments in 
mind. “But if the demand is there, we 
will look at extending the service,” he 
said. “Research shows peak travel fin¬ 
ishes at 7pm but if there is a change in 
that pattern, we will change to meet 
it.” 

Councillor Paul Bott, independent 
representative for Darlaston South, 
was among those who campaigned for 
the bus to be brought back. He and wife 
Chris, a former councillor, collected a 
petition presented to the House of 
Commons by Labour MP Valerie Vaz. 

Cllr Bott said: “It’s very pleasing as 
it has taken nearly three years to get 
this reinstated. There are a lot of pen¬ 
sioners in the Kings Hill area and it 
was important for people to have 
access to the Manor Hospital. When it 
was taken off, there were even people 
who were having to get taxis. On a 
pension that’s very hard.” 


A MOTHER-OF- 
SIX from Tipton 
started an eight- 
week jail term last 
week after inventing 
15 children as she 
cheated £62,000 in 
benefits from the tax¬ 
payers. 

Jobless Kerry Melia, 
aged 30, repeatedly 
claimed to be fostering 
youngsters between 
2006 and 2010. They 
did not exist. 

She was jailed for eight months last 
Wednesday at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

But the court heard that the civil 
courts would have to be used to try to 
claw back the cash as she had none 
left. 

Melia, of St Mark’s Road, was paid 
a total of £118,000 in tax credits since 
2005 but had only been entitled to 
around half of that sum. 

She claimed for nine fictitious foster 
children in all, and a further five she 
was genuinely the mother of. 

She also tried to claim for a further 
six non-existant foster children but 
was caught before she could succeed. 

Melia gave birth to her sixth child 
after she was charged. 

Jennie Kendall, of HM Revenue 


andCustoms, said the 
case “flagged up some 
issues” when examined 
in an ongoing review of 
claims. 

Judge Michael 

Dudley told married 
Melia: ‘You don’t need 
me to tell you this was 
absolutely blatant 

fraud.” 

He accepted she had a 
“very young family” but 
said the case was “far 
too serious” for her to be 
spared jail. 

Melia admitted five 
charges of tax credit fraud. 

Ruthless 

Mr Regan Peggs, defending, said 
Melia, whose youngest child is seven 
months old, was the carer for four 
other children. 

One of her neighbours, who asked 
not to be named, said: “She used to 
have taxis everywhere.” Another 
neighbour, herself a mother, said: “I 
think it’s disgusting. I’m really 
shocked.” 

Speaking after the case, Jennie 
Kendall spokeswoman for HM 
Revenue & Customs, said: “The 
outcome of this latest prosecution 
shows we are tackling the ruthless 
theft of money from the public purse 
needed to fund public services for the 
benefit of everyone.”

The robbery caused the 
woman to fall to the ground, dislocat¬ 
ing her shoulder and leaving her with 
facial injuries. 

Three days after that attack, 
Austin, of Brackendale Drive, Yew 
Tree Estate, robbed an 86-year-old 
woman as she walked along Grafton 
Road, again near Sandwell General 
Hospital. 

He snatched her bag and again 
caused her to fall to the ground. The 
victim suffered a broken hip and was 
hospitalised. 

Austin was also found guilty of 
stealing a car from the car park of 
Sandwell General Hospital on Novem¬ 
ber 17. The court heard how the driver 
had just gone pay the parking fee 
when Austin jumped into his Nissan 
Primera car and drove off. The vehicle 


was later recovered in West 
Bromwich. 

And the day following that Austin 
stole a bag from an 81-year-old woman 
as she made her way to her car outside 
Asda in Tipton. The victim’s handbag 
was inside a trolley when Austin 
snatched it and jumped into the 
Nissan, stolen the previous day. 

Speaking after the case, Detective 
Constable Gareth Williams, of 
Sandwell CID, said: “These were des¬ 
picable acts, in which three elderly 
women were specifically targeted by 
Austin as he assumed them to be vul¬ 
nerable. Two of the victims suffered 
nasty injuries and were understand¬ 
ably deeply upset. 

“Knowing the man responsible is 
starting an eight-year prison sentence 
will hopefully offer them some comfort 
as they get over their ordeals.”

First to recycle polystyrene

Items are recycled to 
become products such as garden furni¬ 
ture and insulation. 

Mr Chinn, a columnist with The 
Chronicle’s sister newspaper the 
Express & Star, said: “It is a real coup 
that a company like Dart has opened 
its first recycling facility in the UK in 
the heart of the Black Country. 

“Historically recycling has always 
gone on in the West Midlands and a 
centre like this is bringing the past, 
present and the future together.”

Dishonest 
glazer found 
guilty by jury 


A DOUBLE glazing fitter who 
took hundreds of pounds off a pen¬ 
sioner without carrying out the 
promised work on his home has 
been found guilty of fraud and 
theft. 

Stephen Dunleavy denied obtaining 
£200 from 73-year-old widower 
Harold Homer, who lives in Cradley 
Heath, for work to double glaze his 
porch and install a new front door. 

He also denied taking a further £20 
two days later towards the cost of 
work on Mr Homer’s front door. 

But the 40-year-old, of Summer- 
gate, Dudley, was found guilty by a 
jury at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
last week of dishonestly obtaining 
£200 by fraud and theft of £20. 

The trial heard how Dunleavy had 
come into contact with Mr Homer 
when he helped double glaze the rest 
of the house when working for 
Safestyle UK in the summer of 2008. 
He came back and said he was self- 
employed. 

After Mr Homer agreed for Dun¬ 
leavy to carry out the work on the door 
and porch, the builder took a £200 
deposit from him on September 2, 
2008, to pay for materials. 

Promises 


Three months later no work had 
been done and promises to either do 
the job or pay back the cash had been 
broken. 

The jury heard how Mr Homer 
become so frustrated with the lack of 
progress by November 2008 that he 
referred the matter to trading stan¬ 
dards officials. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting for 
Sandwell Council’s Trading Stan¬ 
dards team, said Dunleavy produced 
no invoices or receipts. 

Mr Daniel Oscroft, defending, 
earlier told the trial his client was a 
“rubbish businessman” but not a 
criminal. He conceded Dunleavy told 
“lie after lie” about delays in the build¬ 
ing work. 

Recorder Nigel Baker QC said: 
“With regards your sentence, all 
options are open.” 

He adjourned the case for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports and granted bail. A date 
is yet to be fixed. 

Pensioner Harold Homer said his 
encounter with Dunleavy had left him 
so upset he was unable to sleep at 
night. The pensioner said: “He was 
just out for whatever he could get. I 
wanted to go through with the prose¬ 
cution because if I can stop one more 
person going through what I went 
through it will be a good thing.”

College’s £77 
million new 
building in West 
Bromwich has earned 
itself a new nick¬ 
name - the Big 
Dipper.

John Britton, aged 43, of 
Walton Road, Oldbury, a 
security guard, said he felt 
the building had been built 


in the wrong place. He said: 
“ I like it, but it is very big. I 
think maybe they should 
have built it somewhere 
else, as it just seems too 
large and overstated where 
it is.

But I suppose over time it 
will blend in.” 

Teenager Jack Cooper, 
who has just moved to West 
Bromwich from Wolver¬ 
hampton, hopes to attend 
Sandwell College to do an 
art and design course.

To 
me it’s more of a skateboard 
ramp but I can see what 
people mean when they say 
it’s a big dipper.

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Haulage firm is 
to axe 60 staff 
after fleet cut 

A WEST Bromwich based haulage firm is to 
shed 60 workers. 

Sheldon Clayton Logistics, based on the Black Country 
New Road, said it would protect 150 jobs when it expanded 
in December, taking turnover to around £20 million. 

But now the firm says that to “stabilise” turnover at 
£20m, it will need to shed 60 jobs. 

Soaring fuel costs and the economic downturn have been 
blamed for less business and tighter margins. 

Unavoidable 

Chiefs say that has made redundancies “unavoidable”. 
Company chairman Dave Sheldon said the majority of 
those being made redundant had left the company already 
but there were office workers still due to leave. 

He added that the 37-year-old firm had already cut its 
fleet of lorries by 45 in just over a year to reduce costs. 

The latest acquisition by the firm saw Willenhall-based 
AE Costin join the group in October last year. 

Mr Sheldon said: “We are under pressure and good man¬ 
agement has to react to pressure to stop going like other 
business have done, and that’s to the wall.” 

Rising fuel cost 
takes heavy toll 
as continental 
hauliers gain 
the advantage 

HAULIERS in the West Midlands have declared 
the price of fuel as their biggest headache. 

A report from the Freight Transport Association (FTA) 
says haulage rates are failing to keep up with the rising 
cost of diesel. It says the cost of diesel for commercial 
vehicle fleets jumped 15.6 per cent in the 12 months to 
April 1 this year. 

This was certainly the case for West Bromwich logistics 
firm Warley Carriers, which has sites in Oldbury Road in 
Sandwell and over the Irish Sea in Belfast. 

General manager Chris Kibble said the cost of fuel was 
by far the biggest worry for the industry — and the ever- 
rising price of filling up was not sustainable. 

‘We hear talk of fuel increases being frozen but that is 
not a reduction,” he said. 

“We are all supposed to be grateful for a freeze on any 
increase but what we need is a rebate to enable us to 
compete with our European counterparts, or the introduc¬ 
tion of a fuel escalator of some sort. 

“This could be rolled out just to the transport industry, 
giving an industry dying on its knees a shot in the arm,” he 
added. 

Fuel costs used to account for around 22 per cent of the 
company’s overheads but the price of fuel has soared by 15 
per cent in a short time. 

“We buy in 26,000 litres at a time but we still don’t save 
a lot. If I could have got my trucks under the canopy of 
Sainsbury’s that is where I would be filling up. 

Pain 

“We are all in the same boat. Our customers have to fill 
their cars up, so they know the situation we are all in. We 
are all sharing the pain at the pumps.” 

The Freight Transport Association report revealed the 
total rise in vehicle operating costs of 6.8 per cent out¬ 
stripped the rise in domestic haulage rates, which 
increased by an average of 3.41 per cent - while interna¬ 
tional haulage rates increased on average by 5.4 per cent. 

Bruce Goodhart, FTA research analyst, said: “The high 
and rising cost of fuel continues to put companies under 
considerable pressure. With haulage rates failing to keep 
up with increasing vehicle operating costs, profit margins 
are being squeezed and jobs put at risk, hampering eco¬ 
nomic recovery.” 

The Road Haulage Association (RHA) warned that the 
record prices for diesel were making it impossible for 
hauliers to absorb increases, although they were under 
pressure from customers to do so. 

Jack Semple, RHA director of policy, said short-sighted 
customers who refused increases in the current climate 
were likely to drive their hauliers out of business.

Wacky Wagner is still 
riding the tide of fame 


T HE curtain may have 
come down on his time in 
the spotlight on one of the 
nation’s favourite TV shows, but 
the party is nowhere near over for 
former Halesowen teacher and X 
Factor star Wagner. 

With movie deals, TV shows and 
regular gigs taking him all over the 
country, the bongo-playing cult star 
has a full diary as he rides out the 
success the show has brought.

Wagne recently visited ward 15 at Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital as a favour to 
one of his biggest fans, eight-year-old 
Joseph Timmins, who has undergone 
three years of intense chemotherapy at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital and is 
now in remission. 

Battled 

Wagner first met the brave Cradley 
schoolboy outside the stage door of Birm¬ 
ingham’s LG Arena on the X Factor tour, 
and was moved by the story of how the 
youngster has battled leukaemia since he 
was three. 

He paid him a surprise visit in a school 
assembly at Cradley C of E Primary, in 
Church Road, recently — which, according 
to his mother Amy was the highlight of the 
youngster’s year. 

The former PE teacher at Leasowes 
Community College, Halesowen, toured 
the oncology ward at the hospital, and 
promised to help however he could in the 
unit’s bid to raise £100,000 for improve¬ 
ments. 

“Cancer causes suffering to people and 
their families, sometimes for years,” he 
said. “My mother fought against cancer for 
many years, finally losing the battle in 
1994, so I know how devastating it can be. 
It’s especially tragic when it’s a young

child. If I can help and make people smile, 
I want to do that. So I was happy to come 
when Joseph and his mother asked me.” 

Last month Wagner flew to Ireland 
where he is filming one of three upcoming 
films — one is a gangster movie, another a 
comedy and he is also providing a 
voiceover in a 3-D animated film, he said. 

“I love everything to do with the arts - 
painting and drawing as well as singing 
and acting, so I am very much looking 
forward to it,” he said. 

As well as performing at various venues 
across the country each weekend, the 
flamboyant star will co-present the break¬ 
fast show on Beacon FM every Wednesday, 
between 7am and 10am. 

The 54-year-old singer has not let 
fame — or the hundreds of thousands of 
pounds raked in through live shows - go to 
his head and still lives in his bungalow in 
Pensnett, Dudley. 

Each contestant was reportedly paid 
£100,000 for performing in X Factor Live, 
while a homecoming show at Stourbridge’s 
River Rooms was said to be in the region of 
£3,000. 

“Pensnett is a great neighbourhood. I 
love the people, and my best friends all live 
nearby,” he said. “Also, I live just over the 
road from Fens Pool, which is a beautiful 
natural environment - why would I want 
to move from there?“I fell in love with the 
Black Country and the Black Country 
people, I wouldn’t want to move.”

THE mother of a Tipton 
teenager who suffers with 
severe epilepsy has launched 
a £15,000 fundraising appeal 
for an operation to improve 
the 19-year-old’s quality of 
life.

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Nurse loses unfair 


Students’ artwork goes on display 



dismissal claim after 
residents are left in 
urine-soaked beds 

THE nurse in charge of a Smethwick care home where residents were left in 
soaked beds and without drinks all night has lost a compensation claim for unfair 
dismissal. 

Grace Simister, of Dudley, made her compensation claim at Birmingham Employment 
Tribunal against First Care (Smethwick) Ltd.The firm runs Ash Lodge care home on Lon¬ 
donderry Lane in Smethwick. 

Mr Mark Thompson, representing the firm, said Miss Simister was in charge on June 25,2009, when 
residents were left in soaked sheets after their urine pads 
were not changed. 

Other residents were left without drinks, while one 
dementia-suffering woman was left covered in spilled 
drink in a bed tilted at its maximum height, leaving her 
head and feet “scrunched up”. 

Potentially infected linen was not thrown away but left 
on the floor by a shingles sufferer’s bed, the tribunal heard. 

Miss Simister was later sacked for gross misconduct. 

She said she was not given a chance by the management 
to give an explanation and said staff had not put the correct 
pads on the residents.

Diabetes UK has found a third of the 270,000 people in 
the region with the condition could be putting themselves 
at risk by keeping it secret. 

Around 29 per cent of those with diabetes had, or were 
still keeping it a secret. 

Many said they kept their condition a secret for fear of 
discrimination or bullying, especially at work. Many also 
kept it from their friends. 

Reasons included not wanting diabetes to affect employ¬ 
ment chances or people 
assuming the condition 
developed as a result of an 
unhealthy diet. 

Alarm 

Dr Bob Young, clinical 
lead for the National Dia¬ 
betes Information Service, 
said: “These results ring 
alarm bells. They show that 
younger people make up a 
quarter of all those with dia¬ 
betes yet have the highest 
risks of potentially prevent¬ 
able complications.” 

Meanwhile, efforts are 
being made to help thou¬ 
sands of diabetic Muslims 
who fast during Ramadan, 
which will last this year 
from around August 1 to 29. 

Fasting during Ramadan 
is one of the key elements of 
Islam and considered com¬ 
pulsory in the culture, 
though Muslims suffering 
with diabetes are advised 
not to fast. 

Up to 28,000 Muslims in 
Birmingham will have diffi¬ 
culties as they try to 
manage blood sugar levels 
during this time. However, a 
drug called Vildagliptin, has 
been introduced to make it 
easier for Muslims with 
type 2 diabetes, by prevent¬ 
ing the lowering of blood 
sugar levels to halt the 
chances of hypoglycaemia. 

Dr Waqar Malik, a Con¬ 
sultant Diabetologist at the 
Birmingham Heartlands 
Hospital, said “Some 
patients stop their medica¬ 
tion completely during 
Ramadan. We are offering 
Vildagliptin to cause less 
trouble for diabetics during 
this period. We are offering 
the drug in the hope...the 
experience to be better and 
safer for Muslims.”

Professor Mick Aston from Channel 4’s 
Time Team will be making a guest appear¬ 
ance at Wall, near Lichfield, where he made 
his tentative first steps in archaeology as a 
teenager. 

The academic invited Blackadder actor 
Tony Robinson to present the popular Time 
Team programme after meeting him on an 
archaeology course in Greece. The series 
has regularly pulled in millions of viewers, 
as the team have uncovered many lost sites, 
from ancient times to the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution. 

The 64-year-old professor acts as chief 
archaeological adviser to the programme

He will be at the Letocetum Roman Baths 
site in Wall on Sunday, July 9, as part of an 
open day at the National Trust site. 

Soldiers 

John Crowe, of The Friends of Letocetum 
who open and staff the site museum on 
certain times of the year, said Wall had been 
a stop-off point for Romans soldiers just a 
few years after they invaded England in 
43AD. 

Initially the Roman army developed a 
succession of forts at the site and later, as 
civilian settlements grew, it became a key 
location for travellers to rest when using 
Watling Street, which was the Roman 
equivalent of the Ml. 

The museum houses a col¬ 
lection of Roman artefacts 
found at Wall, including 
tiles, coins and tools. 

Children’s activities on 
the day will include dressing 
up as Romans,. 

The event runs from 11am 
to 5pm and there will be 
guided tours. 


OFF-ROAD bikes have been seized 
from people caught riding them ille¬ 
gally in a park on the Wednesbury and 
Darlaston border.

They are racing around with 
youngsters sitting on the handlebars. 

“The bikes vary from scramblers, to big 
motorcycles and even trikes have been 
seen. It’s causing a nuisance to residents 
who take their children to play or those 
wanting to walk their dogs because the 
noise of the engines frighten the pets. 

“These riders also weave around walkers 
and are quite annoying to people after 
peace and quiet.The bikes also tear up the 
grass.” 


Cllr Wilkes said there were plans to 
install new fences at the park to help 
prevent motorcyclists from getting in. 

He said he was meeting the new neigh¬ 
bourhood sergeant Jackie Nicholson for dis¬ 
cussions. 

West Midlands Police spokesperson 
Joanne Hunt said: “Local police are aware 
of the issues involving off-road bikes in 
Kings Hill Park and regularly conduct oper¬ 
ations to tackle the problem, including one 
recently with colleagues from the force’s 
traffic unit.A number of bikes were stopped 
and there have been some seized after their 
owners were found to be riding without 
insurance. 

“We are committed to tackling anti-social 
behaviour and crime across the area and 
urge anyone who would like to report crime 
or instances of anti-social behaviour to 
contact their local neighbourhood team.”

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Hospital notes 
are found lying 
in the streets 


CONFIDENTIAL hospital notes 
and medical waste including 
syringes have been found on 
streets near Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

Charts listing patients’ names, 
dates of birth, condition and treat¬ 
ment have been found littering the 
pavements on surrounding roads, 
along with alcohol swabs and even 
catheter tubes. 

Residents have blamed staff who con¬ 
tinue to park outside their homes for drop¬ 
ping the items. Hospital chief executive 
Paula Clark said a probe had been 
launched and assured patients protecting 
personal information was taken seriously 
by the staff. 

Resident Nicholas Bate, of Kingswinford 
Road, said: “Staff are regularly dropping 
confidential patients’ notes and informa¬ 
tion as well as medical waste on the road 
when they leave their cars, or return to 
them after their shift,” he said. 

“I’ve found stethoscopes, syringes, 
catheters, and even what appeared to be 
needles. I’ve also picked up confidential 
notes about patients who have died, hospi¬ 
tal wristbands, and treatment records. It’s 
disgraceful.” 

Hospital bosses in Dudley have now 
launched an investigation. 

One member of staff has already been 
reprimanded after documents were discov¬ 


ered in the street near Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital. Dudley Group of Hospitals’ chief 
executive Paula Clark said an investiga¬ 
tion was “immediately” launched as soon 
as they received the reports of hospital 
notes being found outside. 

“We have policies and procedures in 
place to protect patient data and take any 
breaches very seriously,” she added. 

“Protecting patient information is very 
important to us and we are continually 
reinforcing this with our staff,” she said. 
Among those identified in the notes is pen¬ 
sioner Violet Poulton, aged 80, from Stour¬ 
bridge, who said she couldn’t understand 
why her notes would have left the hospital. 

Stored 

“It’s very concerning. I can’t even 
imagine why any notes would be taken 
outside the hospital - whenever I have 
seen the notes before they have been bound 
and stored away,” she said. 

Mr Bate, who alerted the hospital trust 
to the information leak, said he regularly 
has to patrol the streets to pick up dropped 
items. He said he feared someone could get 
injured if the items were left where they 
had been dropped. 

Mr Bate also said he had often had to call 
back doctors when they dropped some¬ 
thing on their way to work and often notes 
had included private information about 
patients’ treatment records. 

He said the problem had got worse over 
the past few years. 


Double delight for mothers

at birth.

Brother and sister William Merry- 
weather, aged 32, and Laura Longhurst, 27, 
were both struck with bad luck after their 
new born children suffered serious medical 
conditions. The family, including grand¬ 
mother Angela Merryweather, aged 58, 
have already raised £500 for the hospital’s 


Red Balloon Appeal. Just five days after 
Lucas was born on July 22 last year, Mrs 
Merryweather, aged 31, said the newborn 
needed open heart surgery. Mrs Merry¬ 
weather and her husband William, an elec¬ 
trician, of Greenhill Road, Halesowen, said: 
“From the start the staff were brilliant. We 
just wanted to do any fundraising to help 
them.” Laura and partner Daniel Smith, 
27, had Katelyn on April 10 this year. But 
with hours of returning home to Junction 
Street, Oldbury, they sensed something 
was wrong. The youngster spent 10 days in 
intensive care fighting pneumonia. 


Routine call finds drugs 


POLICE found 27 cannabis plants 
growing in a Dudley man’s cellar after 
being called to his home on another matter, 
a court heard. 

William Jones, who was hard of hearing 
and was on incapacity benefit, used the 
drug as a “safe medication”, Dudley magis¬ 
trates heard. Jones, aged 37, of Aston 
Road, admitted producing cannabis and 
sentencing was adjourned until July 12 for 
a probation report. Miss Val Hart, prose¬ 


cuting, said police went to Jones’s home for 
another matter that was not before the 
court on May 26. 

They found 27 cannabis plants in the 
cellar at various stages of growth and a 
system set up for the production of the 
plants. 

Michael Davies, defending, said Jones 
had been quite successful in his cultivation 
of the plants, which were for his own use as 
a means of safe medication. 
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Leisure centre to 
shuts in October 
with successor 
opening in 2013 

A SANDWELL leisure centre will close at the 
end of October ahead of an £18 million redevel¬ 
opment, leaving residents without nearby 
sports facilities for two years. 

Oldbury Leisure Centre is due to be replaced by the long- 
awaited Portway Lifestyle Centre by 2013. 

It is expected the building will close its doors for good on 
October 30. 

Construction crews are then due to move onto the 
Newbury Lane site, stopping nearby residents using the 
facility until the Portway Leisure Centre is finished. 

An exact date has not been set for construction to start. 
People will instead be asked to use alternative council-run 
leisure centres across the borough, the nearest of which is 
three-and-a-half miles away at Haden Hill Leisure Centre, 
in Barrs Road in Cradley Heath. 

There are extra facilities around four miles away at 
Smethwick Swimming Centre and Thimblemill Recre¬ 
ation and Entertainment Centre, both in Thimblemill 
Road, Hadley Stadium on Waterloo Road as well as Harry 
Mitchell Leisure Centre, on Broomfield. 

Alternatively, they can use Tipton Sports Academy, in 
Wednesbury Oak Road, or Wednesbury Leisure Centre on 
High Bullen - five and six miles away respectively. 

Sensory 

Councillor Linda Horton, Sandwell’s leisure chief, said: 
“Oldbury Leisure Centre has served the community well 
but it is at the end of its useful life. 

“Portway Lifestyle Centre will be a superb replacement, 
open to all and with a focus on disabled people. 

“We have legal and financial agreements to complete 
and then demolition work will start in earnest.” 

The Portway Lifestyle Centre will include a four-court 
sports hall, hydrotherapy pool, cafe, sensory garden and 
climbing wall. 

There will also be a dance studio and fitness suite, and a 
full artificial grass pitch for senior, junior and 5-a-side foot¬ 
ball. In addition the centre will have a doctors’ surgery 
which will be called Tividale Family Practice. 

The centre was left hanging in the balance after the Gov¬ 
ernment announced a review of all health and social care 
building projects funded with Department of Health 
money. 

The scheme finally received the go-ahead from the Gov¬ 
ernment in April. 


Ward open again 
after year-long 
£2m upgrade 

A HOSPITAL ward treating seriously ill patients 
has reopened following a year-long £2 million 
upgrade. 

The Medical Assessment Unit at City Hospital, on the 
Sandwell and Birmingham border, provides care for people 
from across the area who have suffered serious health 
problems, which includes heart attacks and serious infec¬ 
tions. 

Twelve months of work has seen the internal layout of 
the unit altered, to create more space and improve privacy 
and new windows installed to brighten up the wards. The 
number of side rooms for patients with infectious diseases 
has increased from two to six and a private relatives room 
has also been created. 

A dedicated area has also been created that allows 
patients who have been referred to the unit by their GP to 
be assessed. 

Rooms 

The new unit has 23 beds, including the six side rooms. 

Emma Jewiss, ward manager, said: “Another really pos¬ 
itive improvement in terms of privacy and dignity has been 
the introduction of more bathroom facilities with a toilet in 
each bay. 

“The unit provides a much brighter and more spacious 
layout. It’s a much nicer environment for patients to be 
nursed in.” 

During the period of refurbishment patients were moved 
to D28 and D29 wards at the hospital, on Dudley Road. 

Consultant in Acute Medicine, Dr Sarbjit Clare, said: “It 
was initially a big change but because we had so many 
hands on deck and had such a fantastic team the move 
went very smoothly.”

THIS aerial image 
shows a bird’s eye view 
of the new £27 million 
Tesco superstore 
taking shape in the 
Black Country. 

Construction of the 
supermarket at Burnt 
Tree Island on the border 
of Dudley and Sandwell 
started in March. 

As the photograph shows, 
most of the metal frame for 
the new building has been 
erected while work on the 
sales floor is well under way. 

The lower floor of the 
building will be used for car 


parking. Work is also pro¬ 
gressing on the timber 
cladding on the front of the 
building and a glass 
entrance will also be put in 
place. 

The store is expected to be 
completed before the end of 
the year and Tesco bosses 
hope it will be trading in 
time for Christmas. 

Pipes 

Work to clear the site of 
debris was finished in March 
following demolition of the 
old store, including its land¬ 
mark clock tower, in 
January. The storerooms at 
the back of the site were 


taken down last because 
they contained refrigeration 
pipes which had to be 
cleared of gas. 

Old mine shafts around 
the site also had to be filled 
in before construction could 
start. The original super¬ 
market was built in 1992 on 
the site of the former Ewarts 
factory. 

A temporary store with 
120 staff has opened on the 
site while the new super¬ 
market is being built. 

The remaining 300 
workers have been trans¬ 
ferred to other branches 
during building work. 

It is hoped to use some of 


the materials from the old 
store in the rebuilding work 
but there are no plans to 
recreate the clock tower in 
the new designs. 

The store, which will be 
three times the size of the 
old one, is planned as a 
“concept store”and may 
include facilities such as a 
hair salon, nail bar and gym 
- although these develop¬ 
ments are still under discus¬ 
sion. 

Manager of the old store 
Peter Vinnicombe said: “Its 
size and design will allow us 
to experiment with new con¬ 
cepts.”

Golden hoard of Mercian 
treasure goes on tour 
of Staffordshire venues 


TREASURES from the Stafford¬ 
shire Hoard have gone on display in 
Stafford for the first time as the 
relics, valued at £3.3 million, go on 
tour. 

More than 40 of the gold and silver 
items are being exhibited at the Shire 
Hall Gallery until July 24. They went on 
show last Saturday (July 2). 

The Seventh Century relics were 
uncovered in a farmer’s field at Hammer- 
wich two years ago. It was the largest 
hoard of Anglo-Saxon gold and silver 
ever unearthed.

Cash injection 
help property 
empire to grow 


Two Black Country 
brothers are continuing 
to take the property 
world by storm with help 
from further substantial 
funding approaching 
£500,000 from Lloyds

Lotus set to blossom 


BRITISH success in the car indus¬ 
try is usually worth celebrating and 
when the subject is the much¬ 
loved sports car maker Lotus, 
there’s even more reason to be 
proud. 


Having undergone difficult management 
squabbles in the past, the stable ownership 
of Proton has allowed the Norfolk firm to 
push forward with ambitious plans for the 
future. 

The clearest example of this was the 
show-stealing array of production concepts 


presented at the 2010 Paris motor show. 
The five concepts came with a promise of 
production reality within five years, an ambi¬ 
tious plan for any size of manufacturer. 

Almost a year on, and once again Lotus is 
talking about its future plans but with the 
emphasis on facilities, starting with the new 
multimillion-pound test track. 

The old Lotus track at Hethel was a chal¬ 
lenge for car and driver, mainly due to the 
mixed and crumbling surfaces, but the new 
facility is a spectacular high-speed chal¬ 
lenge. 

Collection 

To demonstrate the new circuit and to 
highlight Lotus’s multi-formula assault on 
motorsport, it rolled out a collection of his¬ 
toric and modern day racers that any man¬ 
ufacturer would love to have. 

FI World Champion and Indy Car Cham¬ 
pion Nigel Mansell was reunited with his first 
Lotus FI racer, while the current Lotus 
Renault FI machines blitzed the new circuit 
driven by current driver Vitaly Petrov and 
test driver Bruno Senna. 

Yet there was equal emphasis on its future 
road car programme, as chief engineer Wolf 


Zimmermann revealed that the next Esprit 
supercar will use a new V8 engine devel¬ 
oped in-house. 

This may give it the performance to chal¬ 
lenge the established benchmarks from 
Ferrari and McLaren. 

At the other end of the scale, it confirmed 
production of a city car called Ethos to 
appear in 2014. 

A re-engineered version of the vehicle will 


also be sold by parent company Proton. 
Such a comprehensive assault on a number 
of fronts may sound like a step too far, but 
Lotus is keen to point out that a company of 
its size can make quick decisions and rapid 
progress. 

The first step in the programme will be the 
new Esprit in 2013, and if that hits the mark, 
it will signal a complete transformation of 
this iconic British brand.

Villa blow as Walker 
signs deal at Spurs 

KYLE Walker, one of Villa’s stand-out suc¬ 
cesses last season, has crushed any hope of a 
permanent transfer by signing a new deal at 
Spurs. 

The on-loan full-back has agreed a deal until 2016 
having impressed enough while on loan at Villa to 
earn a call to Fabio Capello’s England squad. 

It leaves new boss Alex McLeish with another hole 
to fill a Villa squad under attack after Manchester 
United tempted away Ashley Young and with Liver¬ 
pool attempting the same with Stewart Downing. 

Just how big a war chest McLeish will have to fill 
the gaps remains open to doubt but he continues to be 
linked with a range of targets. 

Villa are said to be ahead of Newcastle in the tussle 
for Wigan’s French international Charles N’Zogbia 
but there is talk that Liverpool could try to sweeten 
the Downing deal by offering David Ngog as a 
makeweight. Ngog’s proposed move to Sunderland fell 
through last month after he failed to agree personal 
terms. 

And free agent Thomas Hitzlsperger remains 
strongly linked to the club following his departure 
from West Ham. 

Meanwhile, Villa have confirmed a pre-season clash 
against Europa League finalists Braga on August 6 at 
the AXA Stadium in Portugal. Braga knocked out Liv¬ 
erpool, Dynamo Kiev and Benfica on their way to the 
final before losing to Porto in Dublin. 

Villa will compete in the Asia Trophy in Hong Kong 
against Blackburn on July 27 and either Chelsea or 
Kitchee three days later. They will also face Walsall at 
the Banks’s Stadium on July 21 and Derby at Pride 
Park on August 3.
